of Gettysburg in 
barring women students, says the 
Harrisburg Patriot editorially, in dis­ 
cussing favorably the decision of the 
governing board of the institution 
heir. Th*’ Patriot says: 
"Decision of trustees of Gettysburg 
College to abolish co-education at 
that institution loses none of it* im­ 
portance to college men because it 
was forecast. 
The action is of par­ 
ticular interest to alumni of other 
colleges in Gettysburg’s rank. 
"Nothing has disturbed the older 
alumni of colleges which for years 
had been exclusively men’s institu­ 
tions than the gradual infiltration of 
women students to their alma ma­ 
ters. This apprehension rests not on 
a bigotry of sex or a hostility to the 
education of woman, but rather to 
tho shattering of old traditions and 
a deep-seated conviction 
that co­ 
education in such institutions is at 
the expense of the college with no 
compensating features. 
"This point of view is wholly con- 
ciou? of the 
fact that educators 
have a way of justifying co-educa­ 
tion in the public school system and 
of it* 
satisfactory’ 
operation in in­ 
stitutions of higher learning where 
there wa* never anything else but 
•'^-education, « but 
to 
many college 
men it .appear* no less odd in princi­ 
ple to begin the enrollment of men in 
the ladies’ 
seminaries than to per­ 
mit women like privileges in men’s 
institution*.
